32 years. I have raced cars, boats, and 
motorcycles and on many different 
courses, with most being motorcycles. 

I have two boys who race motorcy- 
cles, mostly in desert races. The team 
of Jim and Phil Means finished second 
Open class in the Parker SCORE 400 





this year and third Open last year. 
Jim has won several overalls, some in 
Arizona and California, and has done 
extremely well in Nevada, but none 
have given the recognition to him 
and to his sponsors as District 38.

Advertising tactics

Helmet Laws 


I don't understand why the AMA 
would support anti-compulsory hel- 
met laws. What is the philosophy 
behind the support of a rider's asso- 
ciation for laws that are inherently 
unsafe to riders? 

Many riders have grown up riding 
in an era where very few riders are 
wearing helmets. I grew up in Texas 
in the mid-1960s when motorcycles 
and helmets were inseparable, due to 
state law. I, and my friends, would 
commonly carry another helmet on 
our bikes in case we picked up a pas- 
senger. We didn't question why we 
had to wear helmets, we wore them 
because in Texas, in the 1960s, you 
wore a helmet and that 1s all there 
was to it. 

Why do things have to be different 
now? Young riders are growing up in 
a permissive climate with a false 
sense of security concerning their 
safety. Motorcycle dealers and par- 
ents have a responsibility to educate 
riders about motorcycle safety, but 
the strongest statement is state law. I 
don’t believe that a compulsory helmet 
law would noticeable reduce the sales 
of motorcycles. Enthusiasts will still 
buy and ride motorcycles, just like we 
did in the 1960s. I do believe that com- 
pulsory helmet laws would signifi- 
cantly reduce motorcycle fatalities 
and make a strong statement for rid- 
er safety. 

The state of Texas has passed man- 
datory seat belt laws — laws designed 
solely to save lives through the use of 
passive restraints on public roadways. 
I am required to use safety equip- 
ment when driving my pickup — yet 
I can ride my motorcycle without any 
safety equipment at all. The irony is 
inescapable. 

I realize that the socio-political 
climate of the late 1960s and early 
1970s was conductive to the repeal of 
compulsory helmet laws. It 1s now 
1985 and the motorcycle industry is 
booming, technology is at an all time 
high. It is time to make a statement 
for rider safety and for the public 
image of the motorcycle industry. 
The AMA, and its powerful lobby, 
should admit that anti-compulsory 
helmet laws are a contradiction of the 
most basic rider safety principles.

Yamaha YZ250-mounted Mike Baker 
claimed the D-37 Viewfinders GP 
overall at Riverside International 
Raceway, in Riverside, California, 
edging Husqvarna’s Dan Smith and 
Dan Ashcraft after the 100-mile race. 
Although Smith crossed the finish 
line first, Baker took the overall on 
the basis of time. Smith took the 
500cc class win, while Ashcraft fin- 
ished second. Cagiva’s Duane Sum- 
mers captured the 125cc Pro win on 
Saturday.

Barry 
Higgins won the vintage motocross 
held at the track the same day.

The February 25-26 testing session at 
Daytona International Speedway in- 
volved six teams and 15 riders. 
Yamaha U.S. and Yamaha Canada 
were joined by Yoshimura Suzuki, 
TheSuper Team, Cagiva and Harley- 
Davidson. By the end of the second 
day of testing, 1984 500cc Road Race 
World Champion, Eddie Lawson on 
a Yamaha U.S. FZ750, was down to 
within 0.01 -second of the track record 
at one minute 57.77 seconds. Defend- 
ing Daytona 200 winner Freddie 
Spencer's ecord from last year's qual- 
ifying on the 3.56-mile road course 
1.57.76. Yoshimura’s Kevin Schwantz 
was second quickest in the unofficial 
timing witha one minute 59.6 second 
lap. Weather conditions were cool 
and windy. 


Roberto Pietri, out of the Ameri- 
can road racing scene most of last 
year, is back at Daytona. Pietri, 
who finished third in both the Day- 
tona 200 and Superbike 100 in 
1982, went home to Venezuela 
with his wife to await the birth of 
their baby. While there a friend 
talked Roberto into racing speed- 
boats and he caught the bug. Pietri 
won three of the races he was in 
and plans to continue racing on 
the water. Pietri will be aboard a 
Cagiva for the 200. 


A record Daytona 200 pre-entry 
number 160 riders — 19 of them fac- 
tory supported, including reigning 
250 and 500c World Champion and 
defending Daytona 200 winner Fred- 
die Spencer, three former World 
Champions, the defending Superbike 
Champion and the defending Grand 
Champion, has Daytona International 
Speedway's Jim France smiling. 
"Right from the start we've believed 
superbikes were the coming thing 
and that they were the way to go,” said 
DIS vice president Jim France." "The 
number of bikes, and the number of 
champions entered in this year's Day- 
tona 200 only supports that premise.” 


In winning round one of the AMA 
National Hare Scrambles in Loui- 
siana, Husky's Mark Hyde used a 
device that enables the rider of a 
Husky to start his bike and put itin 
gear by releasing a lever on the 
handlebars. Look for this mecha- 
nism to be available in kit form by 
Husky Products as soon as testing 
is complete. 


John Kocinski tested his FZ750 at 
Daytona February 25-26, but he won't 
get to ride the Daytona 200 because 
under FIM rules you have to be 18 
and Kocinski doesn't have his 18th 
birthday until March 20.

An AMA “‘pro- 
duction only" rule is in effect, and all 
the factories were prepared with their 
latest efforts. Fork assemblies. and 
shocks were modified or replaced on 
all the Japanese factory bikes, and 
other items such as brakes and exhaust 
pipes were also modified. 

A 125cc Support class will be fea- 
tured at all the outdoor Nationals. 
This division will serve as a stepping 
stone for young up-and-comers who 
want toattain national MX experience 
without going directly into the top 
Pro ranks. 

Gatorback, as usual, was fast and 
rough. The sand-based course offered 
steep uphills, dropaways, rough 
straights and high-bermed turns. The 
course is built in and around a former 
granite quarry, which delivers a uni- 
que racing environment at this north- 
ern Florida course. 

A sunny day with temperatures in 
the high 50s made for optimum rac- 
ing conditions. A crowd of over 5000 
fans attended the Super Sports-pro- 
moted event, the largest crowd at 
Gatorback in recent years. 


250cc 


Johnson showed the way when the 
gate dropped for the first 250cc moto, 
but then tipped over in the last turn 
before the start/finish line. Johnson 
was up and underway instantly, but 
not before Ward had the lead. Glover 
and Honda's Johnny O'Mara were 
running third and fourth, followed 
by Yamaha's Danny Storbeck. Fight- 
ing for sixth was Kawasaki's Ron 
Lechien and Yamaha's Jim Holley. 
Lechien had a few feet on Holley, but 
Holley was using his new Yamaha 
ride to full advantage, shadowing 
Lechien's every move. 

Ward and Johnson began to pull 
away from the pack, staging a battle 
that saw Johnson pick up the pace 
and pass Ward to retake the lead. 
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George Holland celebrates his 
second National win in Florida. 


Within a lap Ward returned the favor 
and took the lead back away from 
Johnson. Johnson put another pass 
on Ward, and this time made it stick. 
The front-runners had already put 13 
seconds on the field during their dis- 
play of talent. 

The rough, sandy course was start- 
ing to take its toll. Lechien crashed in 
the same turn where Johnson fell, 
but for Lechien the consequences 
were worse. He had to drop out of the 
moto and eventually packed it in for 
the day with a bruised right shoulder. 

Yamaha-mounted Tim Coombs 
also took a bad fall on the rough cir- 
cuit. The West Virginia rider was 
knocked unconscious on a front- 
straight double jump. “I got out of 
shape and fell on the far side of the 
jump,” said Coombs, “and Tom Car- 
son landed right on top of me. I think 
I'm headed for the hospital; from my 
chest up everything hurts.” 

Behind Johnson and Ward the story 
was Bailey. The former 250 and 500cc 
National Champion got past Stor- 
beck, who was fading, and soon found 
himself setting up O'Mara for a pass. 
Bailey worked by O'Mara on the back 
secuon of the course, and by the 
white flag lap Bailey was within strik- 
ing range of third place Glover. Bailey 
made up time in the turns and zipped 
past a surprised Glover only feet 
before the finish. 

Johnson won the 30-minute-plus- 
two-laps moto, followed by Ward 
and Bailey. Glover inherited fourth, 
O’Mara was fifth, and Holley was 
sixth. 

"Lapped riders were really a factor,” 
said Johnson while recuperating in 
his truck after the race. ''"Some guy on 
a Yamaha was holding me up for 
over a lap. I know Ward had trouble 
with the traffic too. It was mentally 
tough for both of us." 

"T felt like Evel Knievel on that last 
jump,” said Bailey in regard to his 
pass on Glover. “I bet I could have 
cleared 19 cars. I just have to get my 
starts more dialed in. I just can’t get 
rhythm going quick enough. 

Johnson was quickly away with 
the lead at the start of moto two. Penn- 
sylvania rider Tony Duboski was a 
victim of the powdery sand around 
the first turn. A washed-out front end 
left Duboski on the ground, and 
starting his race from last. 

It was Holley who gave Johnson a 
battle during the first lap of the race. 
Holley moved up to take the lead, but 
got sideways a couple of times before 
finally falling off the pace. Glover 
then Ward and O'Mara passed Hol- 
ley in pursuit of Johnson, with Bai- 
ley closing fast in sixth. 

At the halfway point Ward knew 
his time was running out, sò he 
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Holland (11) tries a desparation pass on leader Keith Bowen near the end 
of the first 125cc moto, but fails. Bowen went 1-7 for third. 








began to pressure Glover for second. 
Ward made his way past, but not 
without some contact. Glover almost 
went down during the exchange, but 
kept his balance. 

Bailey set up Holley with an out- 
side line, then shot into fifth over the 
next double jump. Bailey took another 
lap to close on O' Mara, then tested an 
inside line. It worked,and Bailey rode 
out the moro in fourth. 

Johnson smoothed out in the late 
stages of therace and put a four-second 
lead on Ward. Glover was third fol- 
lowed by Bailey and O'Mara, and in 
seventh was Storbeck, a creditable 
finish for the new Yamaha teamster. 

"Now I know what Hannah was 
thinking when he was winning all 
the races," said Johnson in winner's 
circle. "He wanted to win more than 
anything else, and he psyched him- 
self up to perform. I want to win just 
like Hannah did then. Ward took the 
250cc title away from me last year, 
and until it happened I didn t realize 
how much being a champion meant 
to me. Now I'll do just about anything 
to get that title back. 

"I have a tendency to relax when 
I’m out front, and I have to break that 
habit. I need to run away and hide 
when I get the lead.” 

According to Johnson, there was 
only one time during the day when 
he was unsure of the outcome. “I 
caught neutral over one of the jumps, 
and when I hit the throttle there was 
nothing there. The front wheel 
dropped and my butt went straight 
up into the air. I think I better go 
check my shorts after that one!” 


125cc 


Suzuki's George Holland, Kawasaki 
rider Rick Ryan and Yamaha's Keith 
Bowen showed the way off the gate in 
the first 125cc support moto. By the 
time the top three were well into lap 
one, Honda's Mickey Dymond was 
just getting underway. He took a 
hard fall in the first turn, then pain- 
fully returned to the race in last. 

Ryan soon fell off the leader's pace 
and gave second to Bowen. Bowen 
didn't waste much time and within a 
lap had found a line past Holland to 
lead. Holland stayed close to Bowen's 
pace, while Yamaha's Scott Burn- 
worth and Suzuki's Erik Kehoe got 
past Ryan for third and fourth. 


Suzuki's A.J. Whiting and Kawa- 
saki- mounted Tyson Vohland were 
mixing it up for fifth, and behind 
them was a cluster of Honda's Larry 
Brooks, Kawasaki's Ronnie Tichenor 
and Honda's Willie Surratt. Whiting 
looked to be on the move, but had to 
pit in the late stages of the race while 


his mechanic worked on his bike's 
rear brake stay arm. 

Holland tried a multitude of moves 
on Bowen during the white flag lap, 
but came up a wheel short at the fin- 
ish. Holland used an inside line 
through the last turn, and when that 
failed he held his Suzuki wide open 
up the hill to the checkered flag. Hol- 
land almost lost control and settled 
for second. 

Kehoe worked past Burnworth for 
third, with Vohland moving in for a 
fifth. Dymond made a remarkable 
charge and went from last to sixth. 

Dymond came up with a strong 
start in moto two and took the hole- 
shot followed by Holland, Kehoe and 
Bowen. Bowen had taken an oll- 
course excursion and a banner tangled 
in his bike’s rear wheel. The problem 
was robbing his bike of power 
throughout the race. 

Within the first few laps of the 
moto Holland passed his teammate 
Kehoe and started to work on Dy- 
mond. Holland worked past Dymond 
the next time around. Dymond started 
to fade near the 15-minute midmoto 
mark, and Kehoe and Whiting went 
into the two-three spots. Before long 
the three Suzuki riders out front had 
put a half lap on Dymond. 

Holland ran to the finish in the 
lead, and threw a victory fist into the 
air off the final jump. Kehoe and 
Whiting were still second and third, 
and Dymond came in a distant fourth. 
Kawasaki's Eddie Warren worked his 
way through the pack and finished 
fifth. 


"I won my first National here last 
year," said Holland, “and there's 
nothing better than coming away 
with another win today. I'm rather 
small, but I'm able to ride a 125 fast. 
Now I have to spend the rest of the 
week getting used to the 250 for the 
Daytona Supercross. e

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Team Lucky Strike Roberts 


Roberts returns 





to Europe 


Randy Mamola and Mike Baldwin will venture to Europe this summer in 
pursuit of the 500cc World Road Racing Championship. The duo will be 
equipped with Yamaha V-fours under the Lucky Strike tobacco banner; they 
also will be armed wtth the world’s fastest team manager, three-time World 
Champion Kenny Roberts. The three Americans recently outlined the Team 
Lucky Strike racing program during press conferences in Japan and Europe. 
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What does being Team Manager mean 
to you? 

Kenny: “It means I’ve got to have 
everything under control, everything 
perfect in the pits and everything per- 
fect with the bikes. 

"My goal is to make it easy for the 
riders and give them the tools to go 
fast. If anything goes wrong 1t hits 
me first. 

“T make sure that everything that 
can be done is done so that they can 
do their job to 100% of their ability. 

“I can't tell you how many times 
I've had to start off a GP race with the 
bike at only 40%. How can you be 
expected to do your best in condi- 
tions like that? 

"My name is out there on the team, 
and so, even though I' m not out there 
riding myself, I'm the. one responsi- 
ble for the way everything works, but 
Mike Sinclair is responsible for see- 
ing that Mike and Randy get all the 
assistance they need. 

"I expect the team to win some 
GPs — and I want us to win the 
World Championship. But the way 
to start 1s to get the guys going as fast 
as they can with consistency. 


"Racing motorcycles isn't like other 
motorsports. You don't just get in the 
car, sit down, put your foot on the 
accelerator and push it down to the 
floor. 

“To bea racer, you've got to get up 
the nerve to go fast. I won't be de- 
manding that Randy or Mike go out 


there and win that race. We've got a 
bike that's the best, or equal to any 
other. But, this season's champion- 
ship is not going to be won with 
bikes, it's going to be won with peo- 
ple giving 100%. 

“My feeling is that when you go 
out to race and give 100%, it doesn't 
matter if you come in fifth or first. 
Disappointment comes from making 
a mistake or giving only 90% instead 
of your 100% effort.” 

Mike Baldwin says that Kenny is 
the best manager there could ever be. 

'"This is the greatest racing oppor- 
tunity I've ever had in my life — good 
factory equipment, a good team, a 
good sponsor, and the one thing that 
no other team has, Kenny Roberts," 
said Baldwin. 

“I feel a real challenge in the com- 
ing season and I look forward to liv- 
ing up to his expectations. 

"I know that he will motivate me 
to go fast. I've been excited about GP 
racing ever since 1979 and this is my 
first real chance at the title. I'm going 
100%,” he declared. 

Teammate Randy Mamola agrees. 

“How many other managers could 
tell you, 'I can go faster than that,' 
and you know it's true?” asked Mam- 
ola. 

“For three years I've come in second 
in the World Championship and 1 
have a lot of experience. But when I 
look back, I can see that I didn't give 
it all my effort, not 100%. 

“T want to give Kenny 100%, and at 





the same time I know my weak points 
from the past. 

"I'm always a slow starter in the 
season and don’t get really started 
until the second or third GP. Until 
this year I had never trained my body 
for the first race of the year. 

“Kenny told me I needed to train 
harder to be ready at the start and that 
if I wanted to, I could rent a house 
near his and train with him, doing 
just as he did when he was training 
for the racing season in Europe. 

"Now I'm riding every day; moto- 

cross, TT courses, and some street 
riding. We call it the Hickman- 
Empire Circuit because that’s the 
names of the two towns we are living 
in, 20 miles apart. 
Kenny: “As incredible as it seems, in 
road racing there really are no train- 
ers, you just go out there and race. 
Dean Miller is my personal trainer. I 
brought him here to Japan when I 
did the Suzuka 8-Hour and his physi- 
cal fitness program really works. I'm 
passing this information on to Randy 
because I think it will really make a 
difference. | 

While Kenny and Randy are living 
near Modesto, California, Mike Bald- 
win's home is in Connecticut, one 
hour from New York City, and it's 
way below freezing. He motorcycle 
ice-races on frozen ponds. | 

"It's not that much like road rac- 
ing because the bikes are only powered 
by 125cc engines and there are no 
brakes, but it really keeps your reflexes 
sharp. I also do a lot of snowmobile 
racing, and I believe that skiing is a 
good way of getting your exercise and 
keeping fit," he said. 

How is the new bike? 

Kenny: “I can’t say much about it yet 
in specifics, but it’s got around 150 
horsepower, and better suspension. 

“The bike is the best it's ever been. 
I'd have to say that at the present time 
the bike 1s waiting for a rider to live 
up to zits potential. In other words, 
the bike is better than any rider at the 
present time. 

“In regards to Randy and Mike, I'd 
have to say that Randy has got more 





grand prix experience than Mike, but 
Mike has raced in European GPs 
with a Suzuki and on a Honda, and 
has proven himself to be an expert.” 
How does the new bike compare to 
last year's OW8I? 

Kenny: “Randy rode the bike in De- 
cember but he can't make a compari- 
son because he never rode the other 
one. And, Mike hasn't ridden it yet. 

"So, I'll have to answer that one. 
It’s more powerful; it has improved 
suspension; a better chassis; it has a 
more adjustable power arrangement; 
it’s lighter and it’s easier to set up. 

"It's more subtle and with rounded 
edges. It's exactly the way it should be 
and the guys will have to push it hard 
to discover any rough edges. As far as 
reliability, it's the best. 

Randy could see the Yamaha bike 
was stable last year. 

"I was following Eddie Lawson 
around the rough Jarama course in 
Spain and he was fast and smooth, 
while Freddie had his hands full with 
the Honda. 

“The Yamaha bike was so strong 
... you could see it in the swingarm. 
That was one of the problems I had 
with Suzuki. They kept trying to 
make it lighter until it wasn't strong 
enough and began flexing. Eddie's 
bike always stayed right on line. 

"With Honda we always seemed to 
be depending most upon the engine, 
rather than the chassis. And also, 
Honda depends a lot upon the rider. 

“The Yamahas just never broke 
down, had good reliability and beau- 
tiful frames. As an outsider, I would 
just sit back and watch what rolled 
out of the Yamaha tent." 

How much faster can the bikes go? 
Kenny: “Right now, the bikes are 
faster than their riders and the tires 
are better than they've ever been. 

"So, it’s the riders who need help 
— and that's where I hope I can pro- 
vide some pointers for Randy and 
Mike. If you know what to look for, 
you can help the rider go faster. 

"Personally, I think that the bikes 
and riders this year will be another 
second faster than last year and that 
most of the track records will have to 
be re-written.” 

Randy: “What separates the winners 
from the losers is being prepared 
100%. You've got to get rid of all 
excuses for losing before therace, not 
come up with excuses after the race.” 
Kenny: “Many of the mistakes are 
choice mistakes; human error in pre- 
diction; like tire selection. This is 
where experience is so valuable. May- 
be Mike wants to run on a specific tire 
ata circuit where Nobby Clarke knows 
it won't work and tells him so. With 
that advice you can be sure that Mike 
will think it over a second time before 
he makes his choice." 

What is the next step in going faster? 
Kenny: “The next step is already here. 
It's when you save the bike from fall- 
ing down with your knee. We're 
already doing it at least once a lap. 
When someone can do it all the way 
around the course, he will be the next 
champion. 

"Randy knows; he was riding be- 
hind me once when I really lost it and 
the front end washed out. I'm sure he 
thought that I was gone; but, no, I 
just held it up with my leg. 

“The tires are so good today that 
some day soon, not tomorrow or next 
year, but soon, someone's going to go 
out on the course knowing that he 
will be holding the bike up with his 
leg or knee . . . knowing it and pre- 
pared for it.” 

How many GPs do you expect to 
win, and how many will be necessary 
to take the World Championship? 
Kenny: "I'd be happy, overly happy, 
with one-half of the race wins. And, 
I'd say that to win the World Cham- 
pionship will take at least four GP 
wins.

"In 1985, there was no doubt that 
Freddie Spencer had an edge. How 
he will fare in 1986 depends on how 
much he's improved, how much his 
bike's improved, and on the level of 
our ability." 

What is your impression of the other 
Yamaha teams? 

Kenny: “‘With Eddie and Rob McEI- 
nea, Agostini’s got a good team, 
there's no question about that. Todo 
well, Eddie and Ago will have to not 
be at each other's necks. 

"Sarron's French team, Gauloises 
Blondes, is always there with good 
equipment and men."

Marlboro's main man 


Its hard to believe, but, in the long run, 
maybe losing his 500cc World Road Racing 
Championship in 1985 was the best thing 
that's ever happened to Eddie Lawson. It 


made Lawson angry, hungry; 
his serious pre-1986-season 
training program has brought 
about a stronger mental atti- 


tude that may translate into a second 
World Title. Lawson is ready for the 
challenge of a fourth season in Eur- 
ope, but first he faces another task — 
the Daytona 200. 

Lawson will compete in the March 
9 Daytona 200 on a Yamaha FZ750 
along with Jimmy Filice as part of an 
in-house Yamaha Motor Corp., USA 
team. The 27-year-old 1984 500cc 
World Champion has, in the past, 
been critical of the AMA's decision to 
allow the Superbike class to become 
the main event at Daytona. He still 
feels it's the wrong way to go, but says 
it's out of loyalty to Yamaha that he 
will be there. 

"Yamaha in America wanted it 


pretty badly, so I decided I would do 


it," Lawson said. "I told them I 
would only do it if the equipment 
was capable of running in front. 
They seem to think it is and after 
testing it, it seems good. It handles 
good, but I don't know what it runs 


like because after getting off the 500 
everything is slow. I really don't 
know what the power is supposed to 
be, so we'll have to wait and see till 
we get on the track with the Hondas. 
Mostly, though, the reason I am 
doing Daytona is because Yamaha 
wanted to do it." 

With politics put aside, Lawson is 
ready for the competition Daytona 
should offer. “I’m looking forward to 
the race between Freddie (Spencer) 
and Wayne (Rainey) and Kevin 
(Schwantz) and I think there will bea 
few guys right up there. As far as the 
four-strokes are concerned, I don't 
think that's the way to go racing, but 
I think it will bea good race. I think it 
will be quite a show. I don't agree 
with the AMA and what they are 
doing with American racing, but 
that's just my personal opinion and 
people don't have to agree with that. 

"I think its going to be more 
expensive, and just the hassles of 


changing the engine instead of just 


changing a piston if you have a prob- 
lem. It 1s a major ordeal where the 
two-strokes are very simple; you just 
pull the cylinder off, throw in another 


d 


piston and away you go. And you 
don't have to race 1n oil. There are a 
lot of advantages in racing two- 
strokes; they are lighter and just a lot 
better to ride. I think people go to see 
exotic stuff and the public 1s smart 
enough to know that these Super- 
bikes aren't exactly what they ride to 
the race track.” 

Lawson and his new Marlboro 
Yamaha Grand Prix teammate Rob 
McEInea recently returned from a 
four-day test session on the new 500cc 
Yamahas in Brazil. Jumping from 
the GP bike to the Superbike won't 
be easy, even for the two-time U.S. 
Superbike Champion. He will have 
to compete with guys like Schwantz 
whoonly ride Superbikes and nothing 
else — but the main competition 
should come from his GP rival 
Spencer. 

"It takes some getting used to be- 
cause the power is so different," he 
said. "The power impulse is so much 
different. There are only a handful of 
guys who can ride a two-stroke fast 
and if there is anything good about 
the four-strokes, it will be that there 
will be more guys on four-strokes 
with closer racing. The Superbikes 
are easier to ride. I've been riding the 
500 all week and now if I get on this 
thing, I know it will take me quite a 
few laps to get used to it again. It's a 
lot easier to go fast on a Superbike." 

Noted racing trainer Dean Miller 
has worked with the likes of Brad 
Lackey, Kenny Roberts, Wayne Rai- 
ney, Ricky Graham, Bubba Shobert 
and Ron Lechien to name a few, but 
he rates Lawson as the road racer in 
the best condition. ‘“‘He’s way ahead

of everybody else I'm working with,” 
Miller said recently of Lawson. He's 
in the best condition of any road racer 
I've seen since Kenny (Roberts) in 
1978-80. He's doinga lot of flexibility 
type exercises that he can continue to 
do while in Europe; he can do over 
200 situps in one session right now. 
In addition to the physical condi- 
tioning, he has a superb mental atti- 
tude right now and he has that hunger 
that is so important in racing. I’m 
just delighted with his progress." 

Lawson is reluctant to talk about 
his training, but his program is work- 
ing and it all points towards the goal 
of regaining his World Champion- 
ship. 

"I ve been going to Nautilus, I've 
been doing aerobics, I've been run- 
ning, doing pushups and situps and 
just getting after it," he says. “I think 
it can only help. I feel better and if I 
feel better physically, then mentally 
I'll feel better. If you feel good about 
yourself and you feel like you're phys- 
ically fit, then it's just one more thing 
that can hopefully get you around 
the track better.” 

One of the things that hurt Law- 
son in his quest to retain his cham- 
pionship in 1985 was his inability to 
push-start the Yamaha as quickly as 
Spencer and the other Honda riders 
can push-start their bikes. The prob- 
lem 1s simple: When Lawson gets off 
the line with Spencer, he can usually 
stay with him and has the opportun- 
ity to beat him. When he gets left on 
the line, he has to fight his way 
through the pack and by that time 
Spencer is long gone. It will be a key 
to how this season goes and it could

mean the difference between winning 
and losing the championship — and 
Lawson knows it. 

"It's (the bike) got a problem,” he 
said. “Sometimes I can start it right 
away and sometimes it just doesn't 
want to start. What we have right 
now is a carburetion problem. It 
doesn't want to clear out right away. 
It has been starting a little better than 
last year, but it just doesn't want to 
clear out.” 

Lawson is in favor of changing the 
European tradition of push starts, 
but he realizes it probably won't 
happen. 


"It'sa case of tradition before sate- 


ty," he says. “Nowadays a 500 in first 


gear — by the time you let the clutch 
out and you have 12,000 rpm on the 
tach — you are doing 60-70 mph. If 
you clip a rider while he's running 
beside his bike, I think that's danger- 
ous. At least with clutch starts all the 
bikes are running and that's what we 
need. You know everyone is going to 
get away from the line. I mean how 
many clutch starts have we had in 
America, and there haven't been any 
real problems at all. It’s much safer.” 

What will it take to regain the 
500cc World Championship? 

"It will take a good start, a good 
bike — because I know Honda didn't 
sit still this winter — and I know I'm 
going to ride better than I did last 
year," Lawson said. “I keep learning. 
We were closer last year and this year 
we will be even closer, so hopefully it 
will put us in front. There's going to 
be five guys right there this year, so 
the racing will be a lot better than last 
year. But when it comes right down 
to it, Freddie will be the one we have 
to beat.” 

One of the things that has sepa- 
rated Lawson from most of the top- 
notch road racers is his ability to ride 
any kind of motorcycle on any kind 
of surface. He has won the multi- 
terrain Superbikers event two times 
and finished 21st overall out of 1200 
entries in the recent Barstow-to-Vegas 
off-road race. “I just enjoy getting 
out on a motocross bike and going 
riding and playing,” he said. “I like 
motorcycles and it doesn't matter 
what it 1s, I like it. Just because I'm a 
road racing specialist, doesn't mean 
I'm not allowed to go and ride a 
motocross bike every now and then. I 


just enjoy it. I've gone through two

motocross bikes this winter.” 

At times during his three years in 
Europe, things have been far from 
enjoyable for Lawson. He is often 
misunderstood and his ''down-to- 
earth" style of communicating with 
the press often has caused him prob- 
lems. He knows and admits he's no 
public relations man, but his racing 
record speaks for itself. He spent 1983 
in the shadow of Kenny Roberts in 
the Marlboro Yamaha camp, but in 
his second year he emerged with the 
World Championship. In 1985, he 
finished runner-up to Spencer. In his 
short, three-year Grand Prix career 
he has finished fourth, first and second 
in the most prestigious champion- 
ship series in motorcycle racing — 
but it never seems to be enough. 

“I say certain things and it gets 
twisted a lot," Lawson said. “One of 
the reasons why I think the press and 
I have maybe had some problems is 
because I don't beat around the bush. 
I don't always smile at them and I 
don't always say everything is wond- 
erful. If I’ve got a problem and I don't 
want to talk right then, I'll tell them 
to get lost and I don't beat around the 
bush. I talk to them the same way I 
talk to everyone else and they don't 
know how to handle that. 

"When they learn to deal with that, 
and realize that I will sit down and 
talk to the press all day if it's the right 
time. It seems like there's always been 
certain times when they come up and 
ask me questions and I'm thinking 
about something else. I'll tell them 
not right now and the next thing I 
know is that I'm an idiot and a bad 
guy because I didn't want to talk to 
them. 


"With the Rothmans team, they 
have a guy looking after the riders 
saying, 'Okay, we're going to have a 
press conference at this time,' and the 
riders aren't bothered by the press 
until that certain time. In my camp 
they just fling open the motorhome 
door and walk in. They don't knock 
or anything else, they just walk in. I 
think they are starting to understand 
me a little better now and realize that 
I'm just kind of a down to earth and 
that's the kind of person I am. If the 
bike is really good, I'll tell you the 
bike is fantastic, but if the bike is 
garbage, I’m going to tell you that 
too. A lot of riders don't do that. 
Everything is wonderful all the time 
and they always have a big smile on 
their face, but I'm not like that. They 
go to press conferences in a three- 
piece suit and a tie. They are looking 
good. I go in my Levis and T-shirt 
and if they don't like it, that's too 
bad." 

It was well publicized that Lawson 
had his problems last year with Marl- 
boro Yamaha team manager Giacomo 
Agostini, but those problems have 
been fixed and Lawson just wants to 
go racing. 

“I really don't have any problems 
anymore," he said. “I sat down with 
Marlboro and Ago and we straight- 
ened out the contract and what I 
thought was wrong with it. All of 
that is behind us now. I'm ready. 

"At the end of the season when 
you're all through you just think, 
‘God, I don’t want to ever look at 
another motorcycle again,’ but now 
it’s like, I want to go. I'm ready. I just 
want to get on the bike and go ride

Husqvarna's Mark Hyde led home a Team 
Husky sweep of the first four places in the 
opening round of the AMA National Hare 
Scrambles Championship in Saline, Lousi- 


ana. Fritz Kadlec, after leading 
the majority of the race, fin- 
ished second with Mike Keen 
following in third. 


Dusty Wheels Motorcycle Club ran 
the event and the name proved to be 
appropriate after a dry spell left the 
14-mile course with powdery dry con- 
ditions along most of the open, fast 
sections. The rest of the course was 
made up of deep sand which, by the 
halfway mark of the race, was heavily 
whooped out, especially through the 
narrower wooded sections, making a 
more than challenging course for the 
215 competitors. 

At the end of the one-mile chopped- 
out powerline section, Kadlec had his 
Husky 400 in front of the 350 Can- 
Am of Australia’s Geoff Ballard. 
Michigan’s Keen was next with last 
year's series runner-up, Hyde, clos- 
ing in behind on his 430 Automatic 
Husky. 

The Automatic was a surprise entry, 
forin the past they have proved to be 
a disadvantage with the dead-engine 
starting rule giving them a handicap 
off the line. Husky adopted a spe- 
cially adapted lever system that put 
the bike off the start with the best of 
them, and by the end of the first lap, 
Hyde was third. Brown Hawkins, 
Martin Lojak and Tony Hendon led 
a wave of 250cc riders that had started 
from the second wave and were com- 
ing hard from behind. By the end of 
lap three, the halfway mark, many of 
the positions had been set and attri- 
tion was beginning to show with Bal- 
lard Martin and Honda development 
rider Drew Smith running out of gas. 
The two did, however, come up with 
enough gas to get them pitted and on 
their way again. 

The early 125cc A leader, Stuart 
McAvory, also ran out of gas, leaving 
another Australian, Team Husky rider 
Jeff Dawson, to motor on by and take 
the class lead. Lap four showed Hyde 
and Kadlec only seconds apart with 
Keen only 45 seconds behind the 
leading duo. Lojak was leading the 


250s and sat two and half minutes 
behind the leader, Hyde. Following 
Lojak were Hawkins, Hendon, Fred 
Hoes, Gary Johnson and last year's 
champion, John Martin. 

Tom Buckles was on the move as 
he put his Husky four-stroke through 
its paces and up to the head of his 
class and 10th overall. During the 
next hour, the course took its toll on 
riders as blisters developed, but with 
valuable points at stake, most gritted 
their teeth and pressed on for the 
sixth and final lap. At the end of the 
84-mile trek, Hyde stopped the clock 
at just 39 seconds past the three-hour 
mark with Kadlec a close 18 seconds 
behind after an earlier crash. 

Keen showed he could hold out to 
the end and motored in three minutes 
down on Hyde with Lojak following 
a minute later. Yamaha-mounted 
Hendon, who had slipped past Randy 
Hawkins in the final few minutes, 
was next. A badly blistered Hoes 
came in next for the fourth 250cc and 
seventh overall, while Martin took 
Johnston on the final lap. Buckles 
took his class win and rounded out 
the top 10. Another impressive ride 
came from Can-Am's John Fero, 
whose effort was made easier in the 
Senior class with the absence of Barry 
Higgins. Fero ended up 12th overall 
and won his class by a wide margin of

Theother two quali- 
fiers were showcases for Kessler and 
Bias as each took commanding leads, 
with Kessler nearly lapping runner- 
up Mark Butler in his heat, and Bias 
doing the same in the third heat to 
runner-up John Driscoll. 

Kessler took the early lead in the 
250cc Pro final from consi winner 
Bellora and was never headed. The 
veteran racer was well aware of both 
Bellora dn Bias, who had been in- 
volved in a first turn mishap, and 
rode flawlessly to the win.

far as 28 seconds back. 

A large field of sportsmen gathered 
to bang bars in hopes of capturing 
valuable series points. Dennis Ste- 
phenson had a come-from-behind 
victory in the 125cc Intermediates, 
going 2-1 for the overall. Scott Stone 
took the overall in 125cc Junior div- 
ision two action, winning each moto. 
In the 80cc 12-16 contest, it was Brian 
Gibson out of Sylmar capturing the 
overall via a 2-1 tally on the day. And 
in the 250cc Intermediate division, 
Michael Craig topped the field with 
1-2 rides on the day as Tom Brown 
won both motos for first overall 
honors in the 250cc Juniors. 

In the first moto of the 500cc Inter- 
mediates, Reynolds took the holeshot 
and never looked back. By the second 
lap he had a lead of six seconds which 
extended with each turn. Running a 
distant second was Mark Jones, with 
Steve Piattoni third and Kevin Frin- 
ger in fourth. The field remained in 
the same positions throughout the 
moto while trying to keep. up with 
the blistering pace set by Reynolds. 

In moto two, Greg Sheehan grabbed 
the holeshot, only to drop quickly to 
fifth. Reynolds was in command by 
the second lap, and this time it was 
Piattoni who held second to the 
checkers, followed by Fringer in 
third. 

Ihe first moto of the 125cc Inter- 
mediates saw Ken Arnold shoot out 
to the lead, but he was quickly passed 
by Kawasaki rider Stephenson with 


Jeff Mabery in hot pursuit. By the 
second lap, Mabery had closed the 
gap to just over one second and gain- 
ing. Running in third was Chris 
Young (Yam), who was getting his 
fair share of pressure from Lowell 
Thompson (Kaw). Up front, Mabery 
made his move on Stephenson for the 
lead. Thomson displaced Young for 
third, but Stephenson's efforts to 
regain the lead from Mabery fell 
short at the checkered. 

In moto two, Stephenson holeshot 
the first turn with Mabery right be- 
hind. Thomson was third this time 
holding off Honda rider Dallen Mc- 
Kenney. Brian Pryor held fifth. The 
front runners were within inches of 
each other but the order remained the 
same at the checkers with Stephenson 
taking the overall via his 2-1 tally, 
Mabery second overall (1-2) and 
Thomson third overall (3-3). 

Scott Stone captured the holeshot 
in the first moto of the 125cc Junior 
division two contest, pulling out to à 
slight lead over Matthew Vulk. The 
third spot was held by Todd Brous- 
sard, and close behind in fourth and 
fifth were Billy McLaughlin and 
Larry Tuner. Up front, Stone was 
making good time, but he went down 
and remounted in fifth. McLaughlin 
was right there to pick up the lead, 
but just inches separated the top five 
riders. On the fourth lap, Stone began 
riding like a wildman, passing riders 
at every chance. He moved right into 
second place and, with five turns left, 
recaptured the lead and held it to the 
checkers. Taking second was Mc- 
Laughlin, and third went to Brent 
White. 

Moto two was it was Stone again 
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coming from behind for the win. 
McLaughlin was leading off the start, 
but Stone was lurking behind. Fol- 
lowing them was White, Ron Mont- 
rone and Paul Matthews. Stone made 
his move on lap three, then White 
zapped McLaughlin for second. Run- 
ning a distant fourth, Matthews crept 
up on McLaughlin and took third to 
set the order for the finish. In the 
overall standings, it was Stone, White 
(3-2) and McLaughlin (2-4) in the top 
three. 

Suzuki speedster Brian Gipson nab- 
bed the holeshot in the first 80cc 
Intermediate 12-16 moto. Mark Eas- 
ley, Chad Pederson and Doug Hus- 
ton were in close pursuit, pulling 
away from the rest of the field. Gip- 
son was running a strong first as Ped- 
erson and Easley diced for second. At 
the checkers it was Gipson, Easley 
and Pederson in order. 

Moto two was a wire-to-wire win 
for Pederson. Randy Moody took 
control of second off the line, but was 
getting heavy pressure from Gipson. 
In fourth was Phillip Lawrence, fol- 
lowed by Huston. Gipson finally 
made a move on Moody on a small 
uphill to take control of second, 
while Lawrence moved into third to 
set the finishing order. Gipson’s 1-2 
earned the overall win, and Peder- 
son's 3-1 was good for second overall.

President's Commission 
on Americans Outdoors 


Future of OHV 
desert access at 


stake

TEMPE, AZ, FEB. 20 

The Presidents Commission 
on Americans Outdoors con- 
vened in Arizona Thursday, 
February 20, 1986 to hold a pub- 


lic hearing on the subject of recre- 
ation in America’s desert and on 
Indian lands, and in particular, the 
role of off-road vehicles on these lands. 

After opening remarks by Com- 
missioner Rex Maughan, Arizona 
Governor Bruce Babbitt testified that 
federal recreation budgets are seriously 
deficient in view of the tremendous 
demand and recommended the estab- 
lishment of a National Recreation 
Trust Fund. He further stated that 
Arizona needs new recreation facili- 
ties on federal land and that federal 
land exchanges have great potential 
for enhancing existing recreational 
opportunities. 

On the subject of environmental 
quality, Babbitt lashed out at off-road 
vehicles, decrying the destruction of 
critical wildlife habitat as well as 
noise and water pollution he feels are 
caused by ORVs. He recommended 
that ORVs be restricted and that cur- 
rent federal policy that allows ORVs 
in areas unless specifically closed 
should be reversed. He then stated 
that ORVs should be restricted to 
specific areas that can withstand in- 
tensive use. 

In addition, Babbitt said each state 
should develop licensing and educa- 
tion programs for ORVs, while federal 
agencies must designate and enforce 
use areas 

On Panel 1, Margaret Bohannon 
Jr. from the Arizona Hiking and 
Equestrian Trails Committee submit- 
ted the Arizona Trails System Act as 
part of her testimony. This act would 
provide for a statewide system of 
trails to be paid for by a $15 annual 
fee on all ORVs. ORVs, however, 
would be banned from such trails. 

New Mexico rancher Sid Goodloe 
(on Panel 2) was very anti-ORV and 
felt their use was a misuse of federal 
resources. He then submitted photo- 
graphs of damage allegedly caused by 
ORVs. 

Panel 3 was made up of persons 
involved with off-road organizations. 
Phil Auernheimer, President of the 
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7 
Arizona Desert Racing Association, 
(ADRA) spoke of the desert's unique 
qualities and. its importance in out- 
door recreation. . 

"Education is the number one tool 
needed to protect desert resources,” 
emphasized Auernheimer in his tes- 
timony. He felt the BLM-FS agencies 
had produced good educational mate- 
rials but failed miserably at getting 
them into the hands of the casual user. 
He added that most enthusiast groups 
also have educational programs but 
are hampered by a lack of money and 
manpower in their distribution ef- 
forts. Information should be made 
more available to the casual users 
through media campaigns, recrea- 
tional equipment dealers and busi- 
nesses adjacent to recreational areas. 

Overcrowding was another concern. 
Auernheimer felt the problem could 
be solved by dispersing the use. He 
said there are only 2.3 off-highway 
vehicles for every 1000 public acres in 
Arizona — but that localized problems 
result due to the lack of alternative 
areas known to the casual user. 

User responsibility was his next 
point. Auernheimer recommended 
that the full objectives of the '*multi- 
ple use” concept needed to be imple- | 
mented, and that wilderness areas 
needed better protection. But he also 
stated that current trends creating de 
facto wilderness must be reversed. 

The ADRA neither promotes nor 
condones true ''Off-Road"' travel and 
that the term is a misnomer, accord- 
ing to Auernheimer. He suggested 
the term “Off Highway" be used 
instead. 

Auernheimer said ADRA was most 
interested in keeping the thousands 
of miles of existing old roads, trails 
and sandwashes open for use, not 
closed due to the misdeeds of a minor- 
Ity. 

Next, Stu Bengson, Land Use Di- 
rector of the United 4WD Associations 
stated that he was a professional 
ecologist and said, '" The arid ecosys- 
tems are not 'fragile' but better de- 
scribed as ‘brittle,’’’ adding that they 
are far more resilient and adaptive 
than commonly believed. 

Sharon Bishop of the California 
All-Terrain Vehicle Association ad- 
vocated the formation of volunteer 
groups to assist various agencies. She 
spoke of the Mojave Road Conserva- 
tion Project, where enthusiasts have 
“adopted” the 130-mile road and 
maintained it through volunteer ef- 
forts. She also pointed out that some 
wilderness closures have had a delete- 
rious effect on wildlife and habitat. 

"For example,” she said, "during 
the fires caused by lightning last year 
in the Los Padres National Forest 
Wilderness, we lost a lot of timber 
and now have a four-lane highway 
going up the side of the mountain 
due to the wilderness closures. There 
were no maintained roads, so the fire 
trucks went the best way they could 
... Thousands of acres were charred 
and now there is major erosion and 
flooding problems due to the heavy 
rains. This 1s more of a disaster than 
motorcycles or ATVs could ever do!” 

She concluded that reasonable 
management programs were needed 
to protect and enhance our outdoor 
resources. 

AMA District 37's Rick Hammel 
testified that he felt motorcycle racers 
in the California desert were very 
aware of environmental factors and 
paid close attention in following 
marked courses. He also stated that 
the impact of desert racing is far less 
than widely believed. 

"When the Barstow to Vegas race 
was reinstated,” he said, “course offi- 
cials and environmental specialists 
had trouble finding the old course 
after just nine years of non-use.” 

Hammel further stated that laws 
need to bé enforced equally and fairly. 
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He felt that since competition spon- 
sors were so accessible, policy was 
applied to them and not to the ORV 
community as a whole. 

Last on the panel to speak was 
David Hess, Chairman of the Land 

/se Committee of the California As- 
sociation of Four-Wheel Drive Clubs, 
Inc. He stressed the importance of 
vehicular access in the desert, stating, 
“Outdoor recreation in the desert 1s 
generally unsafe without motorized 
vehicle support." That statement was 
particularly true in regards to those 
incapable of long distance hiking 
while carrying recreational equip- 
ment and the required two gallons of 
water per person per day, he said. 

He then pointed out an irony of 
desert closure. All desert survival au- 
thorities recommend staying with a 
vehicle rather than hiking for help. 
In closed areas, hiking a great distance 
to a recreational area would not be a 
wise decision, but the only legal one. 
"Therefore, motorized vehicle access 
is essential if the vast and beautiful 
expanse of the desert is to be made 
available for recreational activities.” 

Hess concluded by requesting that 
the Commission recommend that 
Congress establish a new classification 
of public lands, that of “National 
Scenic Recreational Lands" or ''Back- 
country." No permanent development 
would be allowed, but motorized ac- 
cess to existing roads, trails and washes 
would be permitted. 

‘The Commission, formed by execu- 
tive order in 1985, will conduct further 
hearings on outdoor recreation 
through 1986 and issue a report on 
December 31, 1986. 

Concept papers on any aspect of 
recreation are welcomed by the Com- 
mission, but must be submitted by 


March 31, 1986.

Chester, Adams 
duel at Sandhill

CHESTERFIELD, SC, FEB. 16 
Jim Chester and Todd Adams 
matched wheels in the 125cc 
Youth and 250cc B divisions at 
Sandhill MX in the final round 


of AMA District 29's Third Annual 
Carolina Winter Series. Chester edged 
Adams for the 125cc Youth honors 
while Adams came out on top of a 
tied score with Chester to win the 
250cc B class. 

Damon Bradshaw was in the hunt 
for the 125cc Youth honors and won 
the first moto after getting by Ches- 
ter. While leading the second moto, 
however, BC/Fox-backed Bradshaw 
was shaken up in a collision with a 
lapped rider and DNF. BC/Scott's 
Chester rode on to win the moto and 
the overall ahead of Adams. 

Adams holeshot the opening 250cc 
B moto while Chester started in the 
fourth position. Chester soon ad- 
vanced to second, and with two laps 
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In the second moto Adams repeated 
his holeshot, but, this time, he held 
on to the lead to win over Chester. 
Chester had to settle for second-place 
gold behind Adams. Johnny McCoy 
posted 8-5 to clinch the series victory, 
nine points over runner-up Vick Dyer. 
“I wanted this series win,” said 
McCoy, “and I couldn’t afford a 
crash or a DNF, so I rode very con- 
servatively.”’ 

The closest series battle came in the 
Junior Mini division, where Brad 
McKee won the title, three points 
ahead of Carl Fogle. Fogle scored 1-1 
for the day, but McKee's 2-2 was 
enough to win the point race. McKee 
had taken over the series lead last 
week when Fogle suffered a DNF due 
to a broken chain. 

Jonathan Trull earned top 250cc C 
honors via his 3-1 after teammate 
Wayne Teal was slowed in the second 
moto when his Kawasaki's silencer 
became clogged. Teal corrected the 
problem and finished 14th to hold on 
to his point lead.

neath him. Dickinson stayed on the 
gas and re-entered the track side-by- 
side with Hicks and Schneider. Some- 
how, all three riders squeezed over 
the jump, still side-by-side. Entering 
the small corner, Dickinson pulled 
ahead just enough to lead Hicks and 
Schneider. Behind the trio was Strad- 
ley. Dickinson, once clear, pulled out 
to a 30-yard lead over the others. At 
the finish it was Dickinson, Hicks, 
Schneider and Stradley. 

Mechanical problems kept Strad- 
ley from making the third moto. 
Dickinson, the season point leader in 
this class, was able to get the holeshot 
once more, leading Hicks and Schnei- 
der. Dickinson stretched his lead to 
20 yards over Hicks, who had the 
same advantage over Schneider. Sch- 
neider, who jumped from the Mini 
class to the 500cc Open class, began 
to reel in Hicks when the laps ran 
out. First to the flag was Dickinson, 
followed by Hicks and Schneider. 

In the 80cc Mini class it was Troy 
Hutson getting the scratch over Ryan 
Anderson and Jennifer Bushow (Kaw) 
in moto one. Hutson, who is just as 
fast in the mud, left the order two 
riders behind as he went out to a 
commanding lead. Anderson, who 
elected to ride his National-winning 
60cc bike today, had trouble with the 
deep mud. Bushow was close to And- 
erson as the laps came to an end. At 
the flag it was Hutson, Anderson and 
Bushow. 

At the start of moto two, Anderson 
tried an inside start over Hutson and 
Bushow, who were way outside. Hut- 
son, leading Bushow, beat Anderson 
to the corner. Hutson went out to a 
30-yard lead over Bushow, who had 
15 yards over the Beaverton Honda/

Nearly 250 competitors turned 
out at Canyon Raceway Park 
for the second event in the Ari- 
zona Desert Racing Associa- 
tion’s (ADRA) 1986 Arizona State 
Championship Grand Prix Series 
where Gary Dircks grabbed the overall 
and 250cc Expert honors on a Sunny- 
slope Honda-sponsored CR250.

Kris Tower (Kaw) moved up from 
the Mini ranks this year and took his 
first win here, earning the 200cc Nov- 
ice trophy with an 18-second lead 
over Randy Killaman (Kaw). 

Bryan Farnsworth (KTM) finished 
eighth overall among the 90 minute 
classes for the 38+ Senior Veteran win 
over Boyd Abbott (KTM). Tim Weide- 
mann (Yam) had it a little easier in 
the 250cc Novice chase, finishing 
with two minutes of breathing room. 

At 12th overall was Tom Schoemig 
(KTM), taking the Senior Amateur 
win by just seven seconds over Monte 
Whitaker (Hon). Mike LaBelle (Cag) 
finished between them and picked up 
the 30+ Senior Veteran trophy. 

Dick Milani (Hon) was back at 
28th overall for the Over-The-Hill- 
Gang win.

At the flag 1t was Mike Baker 
on the Malcolm Smith 250 
Yamaha finishing nearly two 
minutes ahead of Montclair 
Yamaha racer Paul Palmer at the 
All-Terrain Racing Association's Fourth 
Annual Holiday Hop desert race. 
Although there was no question about 
the outcome of the race, Baker's vic- 
tory margin was increased when Pal- 
mer stopped to check on the condi- 
tion of "Downhill" Alexander, who 
had crashed hard on a power line 
road. Baker was only headed once 
during the race for a short distance by 
Alexander, who had the grip to the 
chin. 

Baker got back around Alexander, 
and a tight duel developed between 
Palmer and Alexander for the number- 
two spot. Unfortunately, the duel 
came to an end at approximately 50 
miles when Alexander came. off at 
over 80 mph on the power line road. 
Although knocked silly in the crash, 
Alexander escaped with a bloody arm 
and a body full of bruises. 

The three- day weekend brought 
out a more than normal amount of 
play riders who did more than their 
share of making the course hazard- 
ous, resulting in numerous near- 
misses for the racers. ARA's number- 
one plate Brian Harris picked up a 
rear flat at the starting line and 
jumped on a 175 Yamaha street ma- 
chine finishing 20 miles just after 
Baker had taken the checkered flag in 
the 60 mile race. PEP Open Expert 
Yamaha racer Kurt Sofka Jr., run- 
ning fifth at the home check on the 
first loop, took third overall and first 
Open. Jim Fishback's Open Honda 
entry was running llth at the 10-mile 
point, 10th at 30 miles, up to sixth at 
50 miles, and took the checkered in 
fourth overall, second Open Expert. 
Factory Cagiva racer Duane Summers 
was an early DNF when he seized the 
engine three miles from the start. 

Kawasaki Motors desert racer John 
Braasch Jr. put in another good run. 
Running lOth at the first check, 
Braasch charged into fifth at the 28- 
mile point, a position he held to the 
checkers, for the first 125cc trophy. 
Last month's overall Beginner win- 
ner, Jeff DeLaurie, moved up to the 
Novice ranks to take seventh overall, 
first 250cc Novice. Forty-seven-year- 
old Jan Lehotan, finishing 13th over- 
all, picked up the first 250cc Amateur 
trophy while Lee Fabry took first in 
the 200cc Expert field. Only eight 
entries did not pick up finisher pins 
on the super-fast sixth-gear course. 

In the Beginner division, Todd 
Ailes broke around the 25-mile point 
in the 40-mile race, giving the win to 
Yamaha-mounted Bill Cosgrove. Jeff 
Thomas, also Yamaha-mounted, was 
scored second while 125 Yamaha rac- 
er Scott McDonald was third under 
the checkered flag. Super tuner Jerry 
Leighton of Leighton Racing fame 
made his first ARA run, and although 
he confessed to being badly out of 
shape, he rode to a very creditable 
third-place finish in the Open Expert 
division.
